SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Kidnapped Volume 2 Number 7 features photographs depicting 
females bound with ropes in various positions, with some photographs including whips 
resting against various parts of their bodies. This is supported by salacious text that 
refers to females being bound and trained by male masters. There are vivid 
descriptions of the marks on the females’ skin from the whippings, the females’ 
discomfort, how they are bound and the struggles and cries of women which pass 
unheeded. Because of this content the magazine promotes and supports the use of 
violence and coercion to compel persons to participate in, and submit to sexual 
conduct; and promotes and supports the infliction of extreme violence and extreme 
cruelty. The publication is therefore classified as: 

Objectionable. 
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
